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Dad invert s of Selling on Futures—Unre­ 
liable Crop Reports. 


San Francisco, June 27th.—The monthly 
meeting of the State Horticultural Society 
■was held this afternoon at the rooms of the 
State Board of Trade. Judge Blackwood 
presided temporarily in the absence of A. 
T. Hatch and Professor Hilgard. Dr. Gus­ 
tav Eisen, of Fresno, was elected a mem­ 
ber. The report of the Board of Directors 
was read, advising that the display .of horti­ 
cultural products should be conducted by 
practical horticulturists. 
A new plnm from San Diego was re­ 
ported to have been raised, of the cherry- 
plum variety, which grows quite early. 
When cooked it develops a most agreeable 
flavor. Fruit in this region ripens much 
later even than in places north. This plum 
is called the Gront pium. 
G. P. Rixtord stated that the apple crop 
in Eastern Nevada was short this season 
and peaches only fair. The plum crop is 
fairly good. There is not fruit enough 
grown in that region to cut any figure in 
this market or East, but shows that they 
can grow fruit in that country. 
Mr. OlyeV ot Aiameda county said that 
the plum, pear and apricot crops were quite 
fair. He showed a graft of plum on apri­ 
cot which was considered by those present 
to be remarkably tine. 
Mr. Wilcox of Santa Clara stated that 
there was a good crop of peaches and apri­ 
cots this year. There was only half a crop 
of prunes. The buyers were trying to keep 
up the prices though. The society should 
condemn the practice of buying on futures. 
Prunes were rated now at $2 50. Pears 
have fallen off to a considerable extent. 
Mr. Bancroft said that the prunes around 
Walnut creek would only yield half a crop 
this year. 
‘ 
Mr. Perkins of Alameda spoke in favor 
of Mr. Bancroft's resolution, and suggested 
that blanks be sent out to the fruit men 
throughout the State as to the condition of 
crops, etc. 
The Chair agreed with Mr. Wilcox in his 
remarks on futures. 
He had been ap­ 
proached early in the season and offered 
nearly one-third less than at present. If 
the Bellers could hold off for a certain time 
they could get the worth of their crops. 
Mr. Olyer of Alameda recommended or­ 
ganization among the fruit-growers for 
mutual protection. In regard to reports 
of crops in this State, he had reports from 
two men whose orchards adjoin each other 
and yet make diametrically opposite re­ 
ports. Which of them to believe he was at 
a loss to know. 
W. H. Pepper of Petalnma read a paper 
on “Cherry Culture.”

Recom m endations as to Tem perance and 
Missionary Lessons. 
P ittsburg, June 27th.—The 
Interna­ 
tional 
8unday-school 
Convention 
this 
morning decided that the second World’s 
and seventh Triennial International Sun­ 
day-school Conventions be held together in 
St. Louis in 1893. 
At the afternoon session Miss Willard, 
President of the Women’s Christian Tem­ 
perance Union, spoke in support of a propo­ 
sition to set apart four Sundays in each 
year, to be devoted to teaching temperance 
in the Sabbath-schools, the International 
Committee to furnish appropriate lessons. 
After a lengthy discussion an amend­ 
ment by C. F. Jacob, Chairman of the In­ 
ternational 
Executive Committee, was 
adopted. It says in part: “In selecting 
the course of lessons for the year 1892, the 
Lesson Committee found in the course in 
one quarter a suitable temperance lesson, 
and therefore they made the lesson for the 
thirteenth Sunday a missionary lesson. In 
another quarter, for the same year, they 
found in the regular course a suitable mis­ 
sionary lesson. Therefore for the thirteenth 
Sunday of that quarter they have given 
temDerance lessons. 
“For two reasons, for the quarters this 
year, they have selected a temperance les­ 
son and a missionary lesson, leaving it 
optional with the schools to use either. 
The committee cannot say in advance just 
what lessons will occur in any year, but 
took it that possibly the selection for other 
years may be a like selection for 1892. The 
Lesson Committee for Great Britain urged 
that the committee continue to have op­ 
tional temperance lessons, stating that if 
only a temperance lesson is selecied many 
schools would not use it, but select other 
lessons, and the plan be impaired. 
“The Executive Committee, therefore, 
recommends thnt the Convention approve 
the action of the Lesson Committee, as in ­ 
dicated in the selection of lessons and for 
the recommendation to publishers of les­ 
son helps throughout the United States 
and Canada, to make notes upon temper­ 
ance lessons, following as upon other les­ 
sons of the quarters, and also temperance 
temporarily emphasized, the subject of 
temperance in the lessons in regular course 
where it can be suitably done.” 
After several interesting addresses a final 
adjournment was had.

Y ale Once More D efeats the Harvard 
Boys. 


N ew London (Conn.), June 27th.—As 
usual great throngs of people congregated 
to day to see the annual four-mile straight­ 
away eight-oared shell race between Yale 
and Harvard crews. Yale won by three 
and a half lengths in 21:29. 
Harvard's 
time was 21:30. This is Yale's fifth suc­ 
cessive victory and the record now stands 
in four-mile races : Yale 9, Harvard 6. 
For three miles the race was one of the 
finest struggles ever seen on the Thames 
course. At no time in that distance wa3 
either crew able to get a decisive lead, and 
during that time Harvard had a slight lead 
twice. Yale, however, by grand spurting 
and staying qualities, quickly recovered, 
and lost the position by small margin. 
After passing the third-mile flag H ar­ 
vard’s stroke seemed to lose some of its 
effectiveness, which, with a perceptible roll 
to their shell and three or four slight 
swerves by the coxswain, caused Harvard 
to drop slowly but surely astern. 
Yale finished strong, keeping np their 
long, steady swing with almost faultless 
precision, crossing the line and resting 
oars without the slightest sign of distress, 
while in the Harvard boat the men clearly 
showed the effects of their determined 
efforts. 
The Columbia-Harvard freshmen race 
was rowed in the dark and proved a rather 
unsatisfactory affair. 
The race was two 
miles and the referee gave it to Columbia, 
by half a length. Their time being 10:54 
In the last half mile it is stated a steamer 
ran across the bow of the Harvard boat so 
near as to interfere with their work.

Striking Men and Women are in a Starv­ 
ing Condition. 


New Y o rk , June 27th.—A few days ago 
it was thought that the cloakmakers' strike 
was ended. Now two thousand people are 
starving. Men are so weakened by hunger 
that they stagger as they walk, and fam­ 
ished children are crying in vain for 
bread. 
Of ten thousand people idle some 
are barely able to live, but others are de­ 
pendent on charity, and have lived for days 
on bread and water only. 
Men with gaunt, haggard laces and eyes 
wild with hunger were seen by tbe score 
by reporters around Pythagoras Hall to­ 
day. Professor Garside. President of tbe 
Cloakmakers’ Union, has made strong ap­ 
peals to other organizitions for aid, which 
have been responded to, but there are so 
many people without food that the money 
obtained is only a drop in the bucket. 
Professor Garside was seen yesterday 
afternoon and described the condition of 
things as deplorable. 
"We can only assist 
the very worst cases, ’ he said. “It is the 
best we can do. 
We give $3 a week for a 
family. 
Some of the people are living ou 
credit, while others have pawned every­ 
thing they could lay their hands ou.” 


W O M A N ’S PO SITIO N . 


Bishop Spaulding’s Com plim ents to the 
Gentler Sex. 


N o tre Dame (Ind.). June 28th.—Bishop 
Spaulding's radical declarations on tbe 
question of the position of women created 
a sensation at the commencement of St. 
Mary’s Academy here. Having compli­ 
mented the work of the Sisters of the Holy 
Cross, he said that tbe position of women 
in all ages since the beginning of the 
world had been tbe position that tbe 
Southern planters gave their slaves. It 
was no better to-day than it was years ago, 
but in this country women had emanci­ 
pated themselves. American women are 
more intelligent than American men. He 
turned solemnly to the graduates and told 
them that they must not make marriage 
their main idea in life. They must get rid 
of the idea that marriage was anything but 
a constant sacrifice to duly on tbe part of 
the woman. “ Why,” he said, “a young 
man would laugh at you if you told him 
that marriage was to be his aim in life. 
He will not be dependent; he inteDd9 to 
start alone, and so can a woman. She can 
learn to battle for the prizes of life 
she is 
in most cases superior to man.” He de­ 
manded the highest education for women. 
Tbe Bishop's words seemed like a declara­ 
tion of advanced belief in woman s rights, 
and they were applauded to the echo.

W ashington, June 27th.-Representa­ 
tive Reed, of Iowa, has prepared, on behalf 
of the Judiciary Committee, a report of the 
substitute for the Senate original packing 
bill. The Senaie bill is applicable to in­ 
toxicating liquors aud the House bill to 
all articles of commerce. 
The report says that, in the opinion of 
the committee, all property which has 
been imported into a State and kept for 
sale there, ought to be subject for alt pur­ 
poses to the jurisdiction of the State, and 
all persona engaged in traffic within such 
State ought to be subject to such rules as it 
may enact for the regulation ot that traffic. 
The States are the proper judges of the 
needs of their own citizens, and they ought 
to be tree to enact and enforce such laws 
as they :uav deem best adopted to their 
situation, and best calculated to enhance 
the prosperity and happiness of their peo­ 
ple. 
“In the judgment of the committee.” 
the report soncluded. ‘i t would be much 
wiser to enact a general law applicable to 
all articles of commerce, than to meet an 
exigency with 
reference to 
particular 
articles as it may seem to arise, as would 
be the policy of the Senate bill, should it 
be enacted.’’

Cati-b:ag R attlesnake-. foe Oik 
Most people think that rattlesnakes are 
entirely useless upon the earth, but the 
story told by the Athens Bamwr will set 
aside such a belief. There are places in 
South Georgia where men extract oil from 
the rattlesnake and use it to cure rheuma­ 
tism. These persons will give a negro $1 
to point out a rattlesnake to them, and 
then they kill it in a peculiar manner. 
They place a forked stick- over the snake's 
head, liten put a cord around it and stran­ 
gle the snake. This is done to keep the 
snake from biting itself. The body of the 
reptile is then strung.up and the oil ex­ 
tracted from it. 
It sells at $2 j>er ounce, 
and this industry is a very profitable one. 
The snakes in that sectiou are very large, 
averaging 5 feet in length, aud one rattler 
gives up a great deal of oil. A little negro 
once saw two rattlers lying close together, 
and wanted to get the money for finding 
them. It was a mile to the nearest house. 
He was afraid the snakes would crawl off 
while he was gone, and so took oil’his coat 
and placed it between the two snakes. 
He 
went ofi', came hack aud found them still 
eyeing the coat. 
lie had them charmed. 
So the snake is cultivated down there as a 
profitable industry.— Allanta Constitution.

For the past two and a half months 
some of the more progressive citizens of 
C ontra Costa county have been holding 
m eetings in several of the school districts 
for the combined purpose of selecting 
pleasing names for the entire system of 
roads of the county and securing the meas­ 
uring of the roads, the numbering of the 
residences according to the ten-block sys­ 
tem , and the erecting of guide-boards at 
all the crossings and junctions. 
E ight or ten meetings have taken place, 
and two more are arranged for, after which 
a perfecting and finishing committee is to 
take charge of the movement, and after 
m aking it a systematic and harmonious 
whole, present it to the Board of Super­ 
visors for their action. 
It may be interesting and useful to other 
communities contem plating sim ilar move­ 
ments to know the progress which has 
been made by Contra Costa and the situa­ 
tion at the present tim e; also the princi­ 
ples which have governed some parts of 
the work which is being done. 
Tiie first meetings were held at the 
school-house in one of the interior dis­ 
tricts. 
The afternoon was rainy, and but 
few were present, several of whom were 
ladies. 
But they were earnest and inter­ 
ested in the work, and a commencement 
was made. 
A report was sent to the 
county papers and to other school districts, 
and another meeting was called for two 
weeks later. 
After two meetings in the 
country school-house, this series of m eet­ 
ings moved from one town to another and 
finally reached the county seat. 
O ther 
meetings were held in distant parts of the 
county and oue in San Francisco during 
the same time. 
The ladies have kept up 
th eir interest during the entire progress of 
the work. 
The County Surveyor was re­ 
quested by resolution to prepare a de­ 
scriptive list of tiie roads of the county 
for use in the work. This he did promptly. 
T he county press has been ready and will­ 
ing with their assistance, but most of the 
people were occupied with other thoughts, 
and their interest in the movement de­ 
veloped slowly. 
But those who interested 
themselves in it from the first realized 
th a t the unknown quantity figured largely 
in the undertaking and they determined 
to stay by the projiosition, and now they 
confidently expect to secure very satis­ 
factory results. 


SELECTING NAMES FOR COUNTRY ROADS. 
In this work it is perhaps even more 
im portant to avoid and discard with good 
taste and judgm ent than it is to make se­ 
lections carefully. 
The selection of a few 
objectionable names would mar the sym­ 
m etry of the whole and be a constant 
source of irritation for years afterw ard to 
a person of fine sensibilities. 
The names 
w hich if not particularly good are at least 
not objectionable are almost endless. 
The 
two im portant things which have been 
avoided are naming the roads for a resi­ 
dent or the name of a farm or residence 
upon it. 
It would hardly be satisfactory 
to those whose names were not selected. 
Also to avoid giving the road the name of 
eith er of its term ini. 
W hile such a name 
would be appropriate when traveling the 
road in one direction, it would not lie 
equally so if going in the opposite one. 
The lirst place to search for names is 
among the legends, historical associations, 
landscape features, botanical features, etc., 
of the locality. 
In most counties there 
would probably he more roads than names 
of this class could be found which would 
be applicable to them, and it w'ould be­ 
come necessary to look elsewhere to supply 
the deficiency. 
They may be found 
among the patriotic anil sentim ental, as is 
done in France, using such words as re­ 
public, democracy, people, commonwealth, 
American, national, liberty, independence, 
etc. 
Names of national personages, prom­ 
inent people in any walk of life, authors, 
mu.-i 
ins, educators, jurists, Indian and 
m yti 
ogical names, naval vessels, famous 
hor- 
localities, the special industry of 
the 
•!, might he drawn upon with pro­ 
priety 
Ir v >ntra Costa there is quite a foreign 
population, and foreign names are used in 
some cases. 
The word “road” is not inva­ 
riably used, but other equivalents are sub­ 
stituted, so as to give a pleasing variety. 
H ighw ay, road, route, way, cru--ing, drive, 
local [for a local road having no outlet), 
connex ; for a short road, useful mostly 
to connect other more prom inent roads), 
all are used with appropriate adjectives. 


NAMES SELECTED. 
T he following are some of the names 
selected : 
“Contra Costa Highway,” for the road 
leading from the county seat south, com­ 
pletely through the county. 
It is the 
only name in which the word highway is 
used; and it will he fam iliarly known as 
th e “highway.” 
“Alham bra W ay.” for the road from 
M artinez to l'inole, through the cele­ 
brated Alham bra valley. 
“Kio V ista,” river view, for the road 
along the bluff over the river west of M ar­ 
tinez. 
“ M ountain Drive,” for the road leading 
to t he summit of Mt. Diablo. 
“Camino Diablo,” for the road around 
tl.e base of Mt. Diablo. 
“(■olden C ate Way for the road west 
from the town of W alnut Creek to the 
ridge overlooking Sun Francisco and the 
G olden Cute. 
Alameda will Ire asked to 
continue this name farther, possibly to the 
bay, oiqiosite the ( ¿olden * ¿ate. 
“ Via Concordia" for a road near the 
town of Concord. 
“Concord Lateral” for a road extending 
out of the town of Concord, like the lateral 
branches of a tree. 
“Pacheco Landing Local,” for the locai 
road to the landing of that name. 
” N\ illow 
Pass Road” 
for the 
road 
through the pass, and extending in either 
direction. 
“ Lim e Ridge Crossing" for the road 
over the ridge and connecting two other 
roads. 
“ W alnut W ay” for a road in the vicinity 
of the town of \\ alnut Creek, along a por­ 
tion of the upper part of W alnut creek, in 
w hich locality are numerous native Cali­ 
fornia walnut trees. 
O ther names are “G ranville W ay,” “Ig­ 
nacio \ i-ta." "Starr King W ay," "W hite 
O ak Road,” “V ia Dante,’ “Camina Cana­ 
da.' "Stanley Road,” “Esperanz:i Drive,” 
“ K it Carson Road,” “Castro Connex,” 
“Z:g Z tg Route,” “ Via Roma.” 


THE TEN-BLOCK SYSTEM. 
On account of the close proxim ity to 
San Francisco, quite a number of the bus­ 
iness men of that city have homes in 
C ontra ( osta, and when the projected rail­ 
roads are completed there will be more of 
th eir people looking for eligible locations 
w ithin its borders. 
One of this class of 
re-¡dents is A. L. Bancroft, the .San Fran­ 
cisco publisher, who has a large young or­ 
chard of shipping 
fruits growing up. 
W hile studying o \c r the problem of im ­ 
proving the situation of rural allairs of his 
county in connection with naming the 
roads, he developed the ten-block system 
of numbering country houses, which seems 
to supply the one deficiency needed to 
make the combination ol "road names, 
country-house numbers, guide-boards and 
a county 
directory 
a practical and a 
pleasing feature of country life. 
The system 
is to divide each mile 


along the roads into ten equal parts, or J 
imaginary blocks of 580 feet, 176 yards or 
8 chains each, and assign to each block < 
two numbers, one on each side of the road, j 
Any and every house located within a ¡ 
block is given” the number of the block. 
The first one— and in nearly every case it 
will be the only one in the block— has 
siinplv the number; the second OQe has the 
same number followed by the letter A; the 
third hv the letter B; the fourth bv C, and 
so on—Nos. 196, 190A, 196B, 196C, etc. If 
there is no house in a block, the num ber is 
assigned to it just the same, and it re­ 
mains in readiness should a house be built 
at a future time. 
W hen a road goes completely through a 
town and continues beyond, the country 
numbers are suspended at the town limits. 
The measuring is continued through the 
town the same as elsewhere, and the numbers 
are resumed again after passing out of the 
town lim its again on the opposite side. 
The numbers to be applied are determined, 
the same as elsewhere, by the distance 
from the starting point. 
See how it works. 
H ere are the fine 
points, and very strong ones, in favor of 
this system. 
In fact, it is the only at­ 
tem pt, so far as known, to systematize this 
thing. 
The numbers indicate the distance 
from the starting point, which can lie fig­ 
ured almost instantly. 
As there are two 
numbers to each block, divide the house 
number by two to find the num ber of 
blocks from the commencement; as there 
are 10 blocks in the mile, divide the result 
by 10, or point off one decimal, and the dis­ 
tance in miles and tenths is obtained. 
Take, for example, 196. 
Divide by 2 and 
you have 98; divide th at again by 10. or 
point oil' one decimal, and you have 9.S 
miles. 
This calculation can lie made as fast 
as a horse can run. 
In the case of the odd 
numbers, add 1, divide by 2, divide by 10, 
and the correct result is obtain. 
As new 
residences are built, new numbers can be 
added at any tim e and to any extent w ith­ 
out disturbing the existing numbers. 
The growth of towns which encroach 
upon the country houses or new towns 
springing up and absorbing several of the 
country houses and th eir numbers would 
not disarrange the 
numbering in the 
slightest degree. 
The numbers being de­ 
pendent upon the distance from the start­ 
ing point, those rem aining retain their 
numbers unchanged. 
The only disturb­ 
ance which could ever possibly occur 
would be in a case where the first house 
was placed near llie end of the block and 
numbered and afterward other buildings 
were erected on the block before the orig­ 
inal one. 
In such cases the numbers of 
th at particular block would need rearrang­ 
ing, hut those in the other blocks would 
remain undisturbed. 
Xumbers placed at the entrances to the 
residences would in this way serve as In i le­ 
siones. 
If absolute accuracy is desired, it 
can he easily indicated by placing in very 
small figures below the numbers the dis­ 
tance in feet to the edge of the block each 
way, thus:

W ould Indicate the entrance to be 243 feet 
distant from the edge of the block on the 
left and 285 feet distant on the right. 
Knowing the road and number of a resi­ 
lient, it can be located exactly, and a per­ 
son can readily be directed to it. 
. 
W ith this full scheme established, it be­ 
comes practicable to publish countro direc­ 
tories upon the same plan as city direc­ 
tories, or addresses of the voters could he 
given in the great register of the county 
by road and number, which would be use­ 
ful as far as it goes. 
It also becomes feasible to use a four- 
p-ige “folder” or card the size of a large 
letter envelope in this way : The first page 
for a business advertisem ent; the inside or 
second and third pages could contain iu 
tabular form a complete list of all the 
roads In any ordinary county giving names, 
the exact point of dem arkation from any 
other road, direction, length of the road 
by means of the numbers in it, and the 
exact jioint of its junction with another 
road at its ending. The fourth page would 
accommodate a complete 
map of the 
county. 
W ith such a card, or being fam iliar with 
the points of connection and the length of 
the roads, the distance from any number 
on any road to any number on any other 
road in the county could lie calculated in 
about two minutes. 
The features named will frequently save 
time, which is occasionally money even in 
Contra Costa, besides the satisfaction of 
living in and traveling through a country 
surrounded by these marks of progressive 
civilization. 


APPLY IN G T H E NAMES TO T H E ROADS. 
W ith a system of house numbers which 
indicate distance, it will lie at once seen 
th at it is desirable for the roads to be 
known by the same nai.i.-, and to have 
continuous house-numbering for as long 
distances as practicable. 
Martinez, the couuty seat, is situated at 
the northern edge of the county. 
It seems 
hardly practical to establish a’rule for ap­ 
plying names to roads which would he 
applicable to all counties. 
I t seems to he 
necessary to consider each case somewhat 
independently. In the case of Contra Costa, 
_ the following general idea was adopted: 
j All roads having a terminus at the county 
-eat were considered to commence at that 
point, and the measuring for the “blocks” 
to begin at the Court-house, the country 
number» to begin when the city lim its are 
passed. 
The first country number used is 
determ ined by the distance from the Court­ 
house. 
The numbers on the roads not touching 
the county seat begin at the end of the 
road nearest to it and work away from it, 
although there are some exceptions to this 
rule. 
Names are made to extend in a general 
direction as far as practicable, even where 
there is a slight offset where one road 
crosses another. 
W ith all roads lieing numbered to or 
toward the Court-house, it i- verv easy to 
calculate the mileage of jurym en. 


GUIDE-BOARDS. 
The kind of guide-board to be used and 
the style of lettering has not yet been 
fully determined, but it is taking shape. 
W hat it will probably he is a hoard of gal­ 
vanized sheet-iron sufficiently thick to 
w ithstand a charge of shot from the gun 
of the small hoy, with the edges rolled 
into tubes to stiffen them, and the boards 
themselves bent so as to adm it of being 
fastened with screws on two right-angular 
sides of a 4x4 redwood post extending 
about eight feet above the ground. 
The hoards are to he painted w ith a 
light background, not quite white, the let­ 
tering to be a very dark brown color, and 
a dark painted border surrounding the 
whole. 
The wording on the hoards will 
contain the name of the road, and in very 
sm all letters in a line below, the term ini 
of the road, and below th at the names of 
connecting roads and towns in either direc­ 
tion, with the distances in miles and deci­ 
mal fractions, thus:

A COUNTY IM PROVEM ENT SOCIETY. 
In connecion 
with the road-naming 
movement, the question is being agitated 
of organizing a 
County Improvement 
Society for the pur¡<o»e not only of im ­ 
proving property to make it bring a higher 
price when sold, but also to make the 
county a more pleasant and desirable place 
in which to live. 
The plan is to have the 
headquarters of the society at the couuty 
seat, with representatives in each school 
district.

T he tim e will come when beef cattle will 
be raised on small farms and the food cut 
and carried to the cattle instead of using 
the land for pasture. 
T he system of pas­ 
turage is apparently the most profitable of 
all methods for raising cattle, and, no doubt 
it will he difficult to convince farmers that 
other systems are cheaper and better, hut 
when farmers are compelled to lim it their 
operations to sm aller areas they will be 
surprised to learn that they have before 
been using the most extravagant system 
th at is possible to be applied to dairying— 
th at of pasturing over large tracts. 
Even 
w ith our advanced system of agriculture 
aud stock-raising the farmers have not 
become fully awakened to the importance 
of the use of thoroughbred cattle for the 
production of beef, butter and milk, and 
until they have, as a class, graded their 
stock to a degree nearly reaching the full- 
bred they will not kindly adopt the in ­ 
tensive methods, but 
must 
ultim ately 
be forced 
from their 
present position, 
and the change will lie to th eir advantage. 
The value of the land, the interest on its 
value and the possible profit from its use 
are factors that should enter into the ex­ 
penses 
of 
dairying or 
cattle-feeding. 
iV liether it is cheaper to allow the cattle 
to go to the pasture, harvest the grass and 
bring it to the barn in their stomachs, or 
w hether it is cheaper to cultivate the land 
iu order to derive all that it will produce, 
and feed the produce to the cattle at the 
barn, is the im portant question th at is re­ 
ceiving more attention than any other re­ 
lating to feeding at the present time, and 
the ultim ate solution will depend on the 
growth of the country and the value of the 
land. 
But every farmer has had some ex­ 
perience in a comparison of the two sys­ 
tems, for the fattening of steers in winter 
is simply the application of the intensive 
system through necessity, as the lack of 
pasturage forces the farmer to keep his 
stock confined in order th at he may feed 
and care for them w ith as little labor as 
possible. 
The largest profit derived is from the 
manure, as hut 30 per cent, of the food 
eaten is digested and assimilated, the cat­ 
tle carrying away from the farm hut th at 
proportion, though this may vary accord­ 
ing to th e kind of food provided". 
If the 
cattle gave no profit, when sold, over the 
cost of food, the m anure would still re­ 
main as a large item in their favor. 
The 
fattening of steers, however, as at present 
practiced, is for the farmer to go on the 
m arket and buy a lot for that purpose. 
If he becomes interested in the improve­ 
ment of his stock he will learn th at it is 
cheaper to raise his steers and fatten them, 
for he can secure more beef from a well- 
bred three-vear-old steer than from two 
steers bought from dealers, as there is just 
th at difference between the two classes of 
animals. 
Good breeding, w ith the use of 
ensilage and grain, and the young ani­ 
mals forced in growth from the start, will 
not only give a larger profit, hut allow 
more land to he cultivated by a more eco­ 
nomical system of feeding. 


POINTS FOR DAIRYM EN. 
_ Prof. Roliertson, of Ontario, Canada, 
gives the following points of interest to 
dairvm en who desire to produce the best 
quality of cheese or butter: 
1. M ilk from cows in excellent health 
and apparent contentment only should be 
used. 
2. U ntil after the eighth milking, the 
milk should not be offered to a cheese 
factory. 
3. An abundant supply of suitable, suc­ 
culent, easily digestible, wholesome, n u tri­ 
tious feed should he provided. 
4. Pure cold water should he allowed in 
quantities lim ited only by the cow’s capac­ 
ity and desire for drink. ’ 
5. A box or trough containing salt to 
which the cows have access every day is a 
requisite indispensable in the "profitable 
keeping of cows. 
6. Stagnant im pure water should 
he 
prohibited. 
The responsibility for the 
efficacy 
of th at beneficial 
prohibition 
rests wholly with the individual farmer. 
7. \\ ild leeks and other weeds common 
in bush pastures give an offensive odor 
and flavor to milk of animals consuming 
them. 
8. All vessels used in handling m ilk 
should lie thoroughly cleansed im m edi­ 
ately after their use. 
W ashing first in 
tepid or cold water to which has been 
added a little soda, and subsequent scald­ 
ing w ith boiling water, will prepare them 
for airing, th at they may rem ain perfectly 
sweet. 
9. Cows should be milked with dry 
hands, and only after the udders have been 
washed or thoroughly brushed. 
10. Tin pails should lie used. 
11. All milk should he properly strained 
im m ediately after it is drawn. 
12. M ilking should be done and milk 
should he kept only in a place where the 
surrounding air is pure. 
Otherwise the 
presence of the tainting odors will not be 
neglected by the milk. 
13. All milk should be thoroughly aired 
im mediately after it has been strained. 
The treatm ent is equally beneficial to the 
evening’s and morning’s milk. 
14. In warm weather all milk should he 
cooled to the tem perature of the atmos­ 
phere after it has been aired, but not be­ 
fore. 
15. Milk is better for being kept over 
night in small quantities, rather than in 
a large quantity in a small vessel. 
16. Milk stands should be constructed 
to shade the cans or vessels containing 
m ilk from the sun as well as to shelter 
from rains. 
17. Only pure, clean, honest milk should 
be offered. 
Any deviation from that will 
not always go unpunished. 


CUTTING OATS. 
W ith many farmers oats are raised al­ 
most entirely for feed, and it is desirable 
to use them in a way so as to derive the 
largest amount of benefit. Cut at the rig h t 
stage, the straw contains considerable nutri­ 
ment. The difficulty in feeding unthrashed 
oats is that they will eat the heads and 
waste the straw. 
This may be obviated to 
some extent by cutting, curing and stow­ 
ing away the same as hay. 
Yet even then 
there i- a considerable waste that it is de­ 
sirable to avoid. 
For this reason it will 
lie best to Use the cutting box, running the 
oats through it before feeding. 
In this 
way all wili be eaten up clean,and the sav­ 
ing in waste will pay for the cost of cut­ 
ting, while the value of the feed is in­ 
creased because a better opportunity is 
afforded of making combinations. 
It is necessary, if the tiest quality of 
feed is secured, to cut at the proper stage. 
If cot too green there is a loss in the 
grain, while if delayed until the seed has 
m atured, the straw will loose imieh of its 
value, turning to wood. 
C utting just after 
the seed has fully formed, and before the 
grains have hardened, is the best stage, 
and the nearer they can be cut to this stage 
the better the quality for feed. 
Oats, like clover, should, if possible, lie 
cut and cured without getting wet. 
Tiiev 
need to he thoroughly cured before thev 
are stored away, as they will mold if put 
into the barn or stack damp 
W ith the 
mower, rake, hay-fork and carrier thev 
can lie put away at low cost, or if stacked 
in the field Uie mower, gatherer and 
stacker can he used. 
They must lay and 
cure longer than hay, and thus the prln- 


cipal objection to this plan is that a shower 
will seriously damage: 
If cut and bound 
they must be carefully shocked up and 
capped and’let stand three or four days, so 
as to cure it well before hauling in. 
Then, if run through a cutting-hox and 
fed in tight mangers, they make a verv 
cheap food and are of good quahtv. 
It is best to prepare ahead, get the cut­ 
ters and arrange a time in which to start. 
W here a considerable number of stock is 
to he fed the power-eutters will be found 
the most economical, but for a small num ­ 
ber a heavy hand-cutter can be used, and 
can he made profitable. 
More profit can 
he secured from oats ill this way than to 
thrash and feed the grain aud let the 
stock eat what they will of the straw.— 
Prairie Farmer. 


CARE OF M ILK . 
Good cheese depends upon good milk. 
An expert m aker can produce passable 
cheese from ordinary milk, but it lacks the 
peculiar flavor and keeping qualities of a 
first-class article. H e is obliged to develop 
so much acid to kill the gas and taint that 
the oils and butter fats which give the tine 
flavor are destroyed. 
More milk is con­ 
sequently required for each pound of 
cheese, involving direct loss to the farmer. 
The bacteria that spoil milk are so small 
that thousands of them occupy a space no 
larger than the point of a needle, and 
m ultiply so rapidly that millions are pro­ 
duced from one in a short time. 
Milk is 
especially adapted to their grow th, and a 
small quantity will furnish food for their 
rapid development. 
They adhere to the 
surface of vessels th at have contained, 
milk. 
W ith this fact in mind, the ne­ 
cessity for thorough cleaning is apparent. 
It has been shown th at no amount of 
washing in cold or warm water will re­ 
move all the bacteria. 
It is necessary to 
use boiling water, and lei it stand iu the 
vessels for a short time. 
This will destroy 
the active forms. 
Too much care cannot 
he exercised in scalding all implements 
used in the dairy. 
A nother question- 
How shall we care 
for the night’s m ilk in order to secure the 
best results? 
Some cool i t ; others aerate 
it. 
The farmer is generally inclined to 
cooling, as it is easier, and the milk will 
not sour. 
It has been shown that the ani­ 
mal heat in the milk, when it is drawn 
from the cow, has no connection with the 
anim al odor. 
If the milk is cooled with 
ice the heat i» reduced, but the taste of the 
milk reveals presence of the anim al flavor, 
and the odor will reappear when warmed. 
There is only one way in which milk can 
be properly cooled for cheese. 
T hat is by 
exposing it to the air until its tem perature 
is the same as the surrounding atmosphere. 
The d u ty of the cheese-maker is to give 
the producer the necessary information 
and co operate with him, that a perfect 
m ilk may he produced. 
The producer 
should follow the advice carefully, as it 
would largely increase his income.—.InitT- 
iean Agriculturist. 


H ILLIN G POTATOES. 
Experim ents made by us tw enty years 
ago and more showed th at the common 
aud almost universal practice of drawing 
the earth up in small hills around the po­ 
tato plants was attended w ith considerable 
loss. 
The practice was founded on the 
erroneous sup[>osition that all the roots 
and tubers were confined w ithin a narrow 
space of comparatively few inches around 
each plant, and that a deep bed of earth 
in a narrow hillock was just what it 
wanted. 
On riding through the country 
more of the potato fields and gardens are 
seen still to continue the practice. 
The great mistake thus made may he 
observed by digging down a few inches in 
the spaces between the rows. 
It will he 
found that while the plants are still young, 
and before the tubers have formed or 
grown to any size, the horizonti.l roots 
have met and crossed each other between 
and in the three-foot spaces. 
By hilling 
the plants the earth must he scraped or 
plowed away from these spaces aud the 
horizontal roots cut ofi'or laid bare. 
This 
treatm ent will necessarily 
reduce 
the 
growth of the tubers, which, although near 
the center of the hill, are fed by the roots. 
The experim ent is well worth trying. 
Select three or four rows and hill them 
well up. 
Select three or four more, and 
let the soil he kept well 
cultivated and 
kept mellow and fiat. 
Count the bushels 
of each when dug and it will he found 
th at those from the flat rows have from 
10 to 20 per cent the most potatoes. 
There may sometimes be very peculiar 
conditions of the soil—shallow soil or 
rock, or otherwise—which may modify the 
result; but for common ground plowed at a 
good depth, and 
planted deep enough, 
there can he but one result. 
W e observe 
that the M ichigan station has modified 
this test by placing m anure between the 
rows where the loug horizontal 
roots 
could feed from it with better returns 
than by m anuring it under or over the 
h ill.— Country Gentleman. 


FA RM NOTES. 
The surest way to remove paint is by 
the use of turpentine. 
If used im medi­ 
ately the paint will never fail tobe erased. 
During the warm days of summer a fat 
hog sutlers severely. 
Avoid grain, and 
feed on grass or succulent food of any 
kind. 
Take no heed to those who tell you that 
fruit trees, plants and vines will bear as 
well w ithout cultivation as with, but re­ 
member th at cultivation should be given, 
early, aud that ill-timed, injudicious culti- 
vatiou is worse than none. 
As the roots of red clover equal two- 
thirds the weight of the stalks the plow­ 
ing in of a clover sod leaves in the soil a 
large amount of valuable nitrogenous m at­ 
ter which cannot lie so cheaply procured 
in any other m atter. 
^ 
How to cheapen the cost is to apply the 
cost where the product will be the largest. 
It is not profitable to feed some animals, 
for a pound of food given to inferior stock 
will cost just as much as a pound of food 
given to choice animals. 
Clover should lie cut just before the 
heads begin to turn brown. 
To cut it 
sooner is to loose a portion of the nutri­ 
tious matter, while to cut it after the blos- 
sorne turn brown is to perm it it to become 
more woody and less succulent. 
There are one thousand farmers work­ 
ing like slaves and competing w ith each 
other to make low-priced butter where 
there is one who has become intelligent 
on this question, so that he can make a 
better article aud get better pay for his 
time aud labor. 
For fe e d in g in th e s h e a f o a ts s h o u ld h e 
c u t e a r ly , w h ile t h e g r a in is in th e m ilk 
S ta te , easily c o m p re s s ib le b e tw e e n th u m b 
a n d fin g e r.

W hen grass i» acknowledged as king! 
and treated as such in our pig-growing 
Operations, we will have pork produced at 
a cheaper rate and of a finer quality. The 
cost of labor in the production of a crop 
of grass i» merely nominal as compared 
with that of a crop of grain. 
From the vigorous growth of stray 
asparagus shoots year after year in hedges, 
along roadsides and in uncultivated fields, 
it would apjiear that the old way of stuffing 
the soil with m anure for the family plot is 
a somewhat wasteful method of raising 
this everywhere prized vegetable. 
Tiie sheep that has been sheared will 
now be more thrifty than the one heavily 
covered w ith wool. 
The heat is very in­ 
jurious to sheep unless they ran have a 
cool place to which to resort, with plenty 
of fresh 
water. 
They seek their food 
early, rest during the day. and graze again 
late iu the afternoon. 
An apple-packing case is reported in 
Canadian journals constructed on the prin­ 
ciple of egg-packing eases, which have a 
compartm ent for each egg. 
In such a 
compartment case W ealthy apples have I 
been cx¡>orted to England and reparted as 1 


received in superb condition. The Wealthy 
is classed as a tender apple. 
_ The Massachusetts Ploughman says there 
is no tru th in the belief entertained by 
some old gardeners th at some seeds, such 
as cucumbers and squashes, improve w ith 
age for several years. 
They are never so 
vigorous and good as when fresh, and 
slowlyvlose their vitality until at the end 
of a number of years they are quite uncer­ 
tain. 
. 
Smut on oats is now easily destroyed in 
a very .simple mauner. 
The Departm ent 
°f A griculture, in its “Journal of Mycol­ 
ogy, states that if the seed he treated 
with scalding water, which is poured over 
the seed, and the seed immersed in the 
hot water for a few minutes, no injury 
will be done the seed, while the spares 
from which the fungus is propagated are 
destroyed. 
L. J . Beach of Los Angeles says lie has 
killed nearly all the gophers on his ranch 
of thirty acres by using carbon bi-sulphide 
on cotton wadding and then sticking the 
cotton iu the jioles, covering it over with 
dirt. 
H e says it is essential to find everv 
hole on the tract and till them up. 
lie 
Used only two gallons of carlion bi-sulphide 
and about $1’» worth of cottou, the total 
cost being about 84. 
Sweet potatoes will endure dry weather 
as weil as any crop grown, but when the 
plants are young the top soil should he 
kept loole. 
Weeds aud grass should not 
be perm itted to choke down the plants, as 
is sometime- tiie case when the rains are 
frequent. 
As soon a» the vines cover the 
ground well they should not he disturbed 
unless for cultivation. 
W arm days and 
nights will push the plants forward rap­ 
idly. 


A lthough many foods have been recom­ 
mended for youug chicks, we have alwavs 
had excellent success w ith stale bread and 
oatmeal, fed in the dry condition, until the 
chicks are ten days old, when they may 
then he given cracked corn and wheat 
screenings also. 
Too ranch soft food is not 
wholesome for them. 
Chicks prefer dry 
food, and it serves the purpose better and 
entails less labor iu preparation. 
Corn 
bread alone is insufficient, but it mav be 
improved when dipped in milk. 
The striped beetle is the enemy that 
prevents the melon and cucumber-grower 
from m aturing a crop. 
The Rural Xexc 
Yorl.er's remedy is one that should he tried : 
Into a pail of land plaster put sufficient 
spirits of turpentine to give the plaster a 
strong flavor. 
About a tablespoonful of 
turpentine to two gallons of plaster is suf­ 
ficient. 
In the morning (after the plants 
have made sufficient growth), scatter a 
small piucli on each hill. 
The odor drives 
away t he beetles, and a second application 
is seldom necessary. 
The importance of washing or currying 
the cow lor the puri>ose of preventing dis­ 
ease may he shown by the fact that while 
a cow may discharge 20 pounds of water 
through the kidneys she may drink 100 
pounds, the 80 pounds passing oil through 
the skiu. carrviug w ith it m atter th at 
should he elim inated from the body. 
U n­ 
less the w ater passes off freely the m ilk 
will lie more or less contam inated. 
Wash 
the cow, curry or brush her, and remove 
the dried m atter and scurf on the skin in 
order to promote free perspiration. 
It is expected that breeders of pedigreed 
cattle will in the future avoid the insane 
practice of oilering, as breeders, every­ 
thing dropped, merely because pedigreed. 
Save the culls for beef instead of for 
public 
sales, 
oiler 
nothing, refuse 
to 
sell anything, no m atter who wants it 
or what he offers for it, th at is not credit­ 
able to you as a breeder and to the stock as 
an individual. 
If three bulls out of rive 
are castrated and only the very best saved, 
they will reflect more credit on you and 
on the breed, do better service to the 
buyer, and bring as much money as would 
the whole number. 
Never ofler or sell a 
mean individual for breeding purposes.— 
Rural World.

Yet it seems improbable th at civil­ 
ized men all over Europe— throw ing Asia, 
Africa and America into the bargain— 
would cling to an object which they reallv 
think ugly, inconvenient and uncomfort­ 
able. 
Women are irresponsible beings in 
all that relates to 
costume. 
N either 
health nor reason nor a sense of the be­ 
coming will check th eir instinctive im­ 
pulse to follow the fashion; some would 
add that decency and piety are as inef­ 
fectual as any other objections. 
B ut men, 
after all, are reasoning animals in some 
degree. 
If they persist in a course of ac­ 
tion which exposes them w ithout defense 
to the charge of stupidity and bad taste it 
may be a-sumed, as a general thihg, that 
they are conscious of some sufficient mo­ 
tive, though it may not be worth w hile to 
explain or even work it out in their own 
minds. 
T hat the chimney-pot hat is such 
a case can be proved. 
Those who call it ugly must be compar- 
paring it with some ideal which they 
vaguely cherish. 
Doubtless a cylinder of 
shiny silk is w anting in abstract beauty; 
though it be set oil' with a brim and 
buckle, much is wanting. 
Nor has it the 
m erit uf visible utility. 
Standing upon a 
table our h at suggests some convenience 
for mechanical purposes—of the kitchen, 
especially; but it does not indicate a head­ 
dress at all. 
Upon the other hand, what 
m anner of hat satisfies our longing for the 
beautiful ? 
There is, indeed, one variety 
of turban—puggari—pleasing and graceful 
in itself; that devised by the Sikhs, we 
believe, now worn by all native regiments, 
with modifications. 
This would not have 
been out of place on the frieze of the P ar­ 
thenon, but it stands solitary. 
Becalling 
the forms of turban all around, some are 
uglier than others, some more ridiculous, 
some more awkward; but those which can­ 
not properly be called grotesque are pal­ 
try. 
There is no article of dress which 
demands such taste and judgment, as we 
see by the fact that one people only among 
t h e -countless millions th at use it have 
found 
a 
combination 
satisfactory all 
around. 
In 
the museum of the Janissaries at 
Stam Iron 1 one may behold 
perhaps a 
hundred distinct varieties, compared with 
every one of which the chim ney-pot is a 
masterpiece of airy, simple elegance. Con­ 
sider the M ahratta form, which is prob­ 
ably commonest of all that hear a distinct 
shape among those peoples of India whom 
enthusiasts recommend as models of taste! 
However, nobody has proposed turbans for 
our w ear; we recite them only in a re­ 
view of headdresses, detached, as one may 
say, and considered on their merits as 
things of beauty. 
Is the Chinese hat pre­ 
ferable, or the wondrous glazed object that 
adorns the head of the Farsee or the topi 
of Sind ? 
This last, indeed, commends | 
itself to out-and-out abhorrers as the re­ 
verse, as nearly as may be, of the chimney­ 
pot, for it has the same shape, blit the 
brim runs round the top. 
Then we may 
regard the vimbrero of the .Mexican, the 
tarboosh of the Arab, the straw hat, four 
feet in diameter, of the Dyak, the head- 
haudkerchief of the Malays, Btigis, Jav a­ 
nese, and all the unnumbered millions of 
the further East. 
W hich of them would 
he au improvement on 
our 
fashion'! 
T rulv there is one, and one only, among 
objects of this class devised by man, grace­ 
ful, dignified, convenient—tire astrakhan 
cap of the Persian. 
But the unprejudiced 
will adm it that our case is not very de­ 
plorable when a survey of the universe 
shows only one better. 
For, like the cavilers, we are regarding 
the chim ney-pot by itself, accepting the 
rest of modern costume as it stands. 
Ac- 
suredly that costume is open to objection, 
but we m aintain that if ihe frock coat and 
loose trouser be still kept there is no ac­ 
cepted form of hat—saving the Persian 
alone—hitherto known in the world that 
can be set in its place with improvement. 
All “caps'’ properly so described are for­ 
bidden by the long coat. 
Every one can 
prove this for himself by trying on a “pot” 
hat when arrayed in the formal costume 
of a “gentleman.” 
We may safely assume 
that every one has tried it. 
The result is 
so disastrous that people regard it as ex­ 
pressive of a tvpe. 
W hen we are told 
“H e's a fellow who wears a pot hat and a 
frock coat” we know sufficiently well what 
sort of a fellow that is. 
The converse also 
holds good, though not in the same degree 
—a tall hat ami short coat are offensive to 
taste. 
A “pot” is an excellent thing, ami 
every one approves it with the jacket; but 
while the dress of the day remains what it 
is, two varieties of headgear are needed. 
N othing low can he worn with the long 
coat. 
It is a pity; iur the shapes of caps 
up and down the world are innumerable, 
and nearly all pleasing. 
This fact is 
proof enough to the judicious that the 
human frame is “meant,” as they say, to 
i>e surmounted by a low, close covering; 
but it is not the fashions which should be 
that we have under consideration, but the 
fashions which are. 
No cap, therefore, can be substituted for 
the chimney-pot, though there are 
a 
thousand which would be improvements 
(to tie worn with a jacket) on the “deer­ 
stalker"—itself quite as ugly as its rival. 
All the graceful, manly forms devised in 
ages more artistic than ours stand out of 
the 
question, 
therefore. 
Tliev 
were 
adapted for short coats or for robes. 
That 
is where the error of our costume lies—in 
“half-measures,” as usual. 
This upper 
garm ent is too long for youth, too short 
for age: and the headgear that matches it 
must needs lie abnormal. 
The instinct of 
man jierceived this necessity so soon as he 
was tempted tc abandon the jvst-au-earps 
which, under various names and distinct­ 
ions, had been the habilim ent of the 
voung tim e out of mind, and the robe de­ 
voted to age. 
The broad hat with feathers 
survived for a while; but as skirts grew 
squari r and squarer that sense of fitness 
which never quite deserts male hum anity 
advised that pinning-up of the brim. 
So 
we got the tricorne, and then, by a sim pli­ 
fying process, the cocked hat. 
But men 
felt that this was not im portant enough to 
sustain or to match the breadth of cloth 
lielow. 
They gave it a brim and rounded 
it to a sugar-loaf—a combination which 
did very well so long as colored clothes 
survived. 
B ut when black became the 
only wear the sense of fitness asserted 
itself again. 
T hat low sugar-loaf, not un­ 
graceful with a green or purple coat, had 
too much of the effect which a pot hat has 
now. 
And so our present fashion came 
into being. 
M e contend th at the chimney-pot is a 
necessity so long as the dress of the day re­ 
mains unchanged, unless, as was admitted.

try. France ha3 a population of 37,000.000, 
America 65.000,000. 
W hile the people of 
France are spending a franc (one-fifth the 
am ount of our dollar), the pe ople of this 
country spend a dollar—in other words, 
the ratio of personal expenditures iu this 
country is at leas: one dollar or five francs, 
as again-t one franc in France. 
This 
greater levishness in mouev spending in 
this country tends to make the circulation 
of money grea’er here than in France. In 
France there is much hoarding of money, 
while in this country there is but little. 
Since the agitation in Congress oí the sil­ 
ver bid, most speculators, by a process of 
inflamed imagination, pictured to them ­ 
selves that the same speculative craz? was 
going to result as occurred at the p>eriod of 
resumption of gold paymen s in 1879.

HOWELLS ON 
PLLYS 
AND 
CRITICS. 


W . 1). Howells, in Harper’s Magazine for 
Ju n e, reviews the dram a in America, and 
is very severe upon American dram atic 
critics, but is equal-y courageous in his 
praise of American playwrights, and in­ 
cidentally of American acting. 
This is, 
perhaps, even-handed justice, since Amer­ 
ican critics, as a rule, have been merciless 
toward American playwrights, and not 
tender of American actors. 
Mr. Howells’ charges, and we incline to 
the belief that he is mainly justified by 
the facts, that American dram atic criti­ 
cism has shown unwearied perseverance in 
undervaluing 
whatever 
was native or 
novel in the efforts of our playwrights. 
Nevertheless, he believes that we are well 
on our way toward the promise of an Am­ 
erican comedy. 
Mr. Howells thinks that 
in their adm iration for the extrem e neat­ 
ness of carpentry in the plays the French 
dram atists give us, the newspaper critics in 
America have acquired a habit of over­ 
looking native m erit of a higher O lder, 
and in consequence of tip-tilting the nose 
at American productions. 
There is jnst enough of truth in the 
averm ent to make his very severe handling 
of the subject-decidedly' crisp and interest­ 
ing, and to suggest to the men of the press 
who are driven to their criticisms by proof 
readers and foremen between m idnight 
and eoek-crow, that there is a large meas­ 
ure of injustice in their treatm ent of home 
talent. 
It may be due, probably is, to too 
near a view of American life and too dis­ 
tant a view of foreign 
subjects 
that 
compose the groundwork of French and 
G erm an plays. 
The truth is about as Mr. Howells so 
ingeniously puts it, that while the average 
American critic can tell us what is good 
and what is had acting, since he has seen 
enough of both to distinguish, there his 
useiulness too often ends, as the essayist 
has it 
“not certainly by his fault, for no 
man can be blamed for not telling more 
than he knows.” 
T hat is to say, to put it 
more generously and kindly that Mr. How­ 
ells seems disposed to do, the American 
dram atic critic too often cares little for the 
life 
which 
the 
true 
drama 
should 
represent. 
He judges the play rather 
by 
the 
action 
than 
the 
motive, 
and instead o f seeking out the true func­ 
tions o f the drama, and adopting them as 
the standard by which to estim ate worth 
and ascertain failure, he falls into the error 


o f substituting his idea of acting, and his 
own conceptions of what the ideal play 
should be, whereas he should judge the 
mimic by life as it was, or is, in the at­ 
mosphere treated. 
By this method Mr. Howells thinks that 
the American playwight has been brought 
to a $tate of nervous dread of the Amer­ 
ican critics, who outnum ber his class so 
greatly and {«ossess such a powerful lever­ 
age against it. 
They have come to think 
th a t there must be something low and vul­ 
gar in presenting on the stage A m eriem 
lile as they see it upon the street and in 
society. 
Because they are thus unnerved 
they do not venture to be true to life. 
There is enough of justice in this severe 
judgm ent to canse the native critic to 
think it over and debate with him self: 
H ave I been unjust with the American 
playw right ? 
Is the nearness of my view 
blinding me to the tru th ? 
Have I, as 
Howells charges, been cowing the A m eri­ 
can dram atist by refusing to see the real­ 
ities in American life as he sees them, and 
by condemning him for not adopting “the 
artificialities which exist in the M iller 
Coupler A Buffer pattern of 
French 
dram a?” 
H ave I wronged him because 
his plays have not that systematic linking 
of facts together like a train of cars with 
couplers and buffers at each end, th at dis­ 
tinguishes the regular rigidity of the 
French play ? 


THE CLERGY AND POLITICAL REFORM. 


In the Citizens’ movement in New York 
city for municipal reform, a great many 
clergymen have exercised their right as 
citizens, and united with the business 
men’s party. 
But it turns out that they 
are dead weights ; justly or not, the ¡(co­ 
pie look upon the clergy as wanting in 
practicality. 
W hen they undertake po­ 
litical reform, therefore, the jieople be­ 
lieve that prentice hands are laid to the 
task. 
As a m atter of fact there is some reason 
for this judgm ent, and a great deal of in ­ 
justice in it. 
W hat the average clergy­ 
man may lack in worldly wisdom essential 
in one who is to cope with vicious ele­ 
m ents in politics, he makes up in senti­ 
ment. 
W here it is a movement that con- 


tb-e inculcation of religious beliefs and the 
Postering of church dogmas, the engage­ 
ment of the clergyman in politics should 
uot be looked upon w ith suspicion; yet it 
remains th at it is so viewed by the matjy. ’ 
The many, unfortunately, are not dis­ 
posed to view clerical activity of th a t or­ 
der w ith pleasure, because the many are 
not conformists to any religion. 
The 
spirit of unbelief is one of distrust also. 
Very often, and unjustly, it is one ef 
hatred. 
I t is, therefore, well known Co 
woridlv-wise men th at a perfectly just, be­ 
nevolent and s.1 together desirable reform 
in government may be swamped, and irre ­ 
trievably lost if it is actively espoused by 
clergymen. 
T hat this is an injustice may 
be freely adm itted, for the clergyman who 
is sincerely laboring for the mor*'! better­ 
ment of men, must be, from his pssition in 
the pulpit, a critic of more practicality 
than the world is disposed tie give him 
credit for. 
I t is impossible, if he is c 
cultured man, for him to study society, ob­ 
serve its moral and immoral phases, oouc- 
sel w ith his parishioners, note the results 
of political action, the operations of law, 
the conditions of communities under dif­ 
fe red systems, w ithout lieing fitted in a 
large sense to advise wifely to end? th at 
should be attained. 
W e suspect th at the real cause for the 
dislike to political movements forwarded 
in part by the clergy, springs mainly from 
the history of attem pts by priests to make 
th e church dominant in political govern­ 
ment. 
Men suspect th at such is still the 
aim of all clericals, and they are unwilling 
therefore to accord to clergymen engaging 
in political reforms, tire credit of sincerity 
of purpose, and large-mindeduess as citi­ 
zens.

INEQUALITIES 0E TAXATION AGAIN. 


Says the Inter- Ocean 
There is no justice in exem pting the m illion­ 
aire’s luxuries from taxation and im posing an 
extra burden on the poor m an’s necessaries oí 
Ufe, as is done allV ver th e country. 
T his is a truism . 
B ut bc-w shall society 
proceed to make personal property disclose 
itself, for it is iu personalty th at the luxu­ 
ries secrete them selves? 
As our contem­ 
porary well says: 
Pianos are dum b w hna the Assessor is about, 
and horses take good care not to kick and 
thrask aronnd at th a t critical tim e. At least, 
the assessm ent rolls w ould indicate as much. 
No Assessor was ever known, so far as we can 
recall, to see any difference between an old 
m aster and a brand new chrom o. There are 
private houses in Chicago containing art works 
alone of m ore value, if sold for spot cash, than 
all th e household stuff of some entire wards, 
populous ones, too, but the assessors cannot, at 
least do not, get a t them . Im agine th e average 
F eputy Assessor putting a valuation upon a 
Muissoniere or a Cabauel. 
He m ay have as 
;,uuch artistic taste as th e owDers, but he never 
th in k s of exercising his judgm ent that way. 


The question of the strength or weak­ 
ness of the iron-molders strike in San 
Francisco cuts no necessary figure in the 
m atter of the killing of Coogan by Kerr. 
Nor are the issues upon which the strike 
developed of necessity involved in the 
consideration of the tragedy of Thursday. 
No m atter w hether the crowd of men who 
assaulted Clausen and K err were Union 
men or were hangers-on, the abstract ques­ 
tion of the guilt or innocence of K err 
must be determ ined by the exact facts of 
the assault and the defense made to it. 
W e can trust the Courts to ascertain the 
truth and do justice. 
O rdinarily the R e c o r d -U n io x does not 
choose to comment upon a case pending in 
the Courts, hut the one referred to appears 
to be of a character th at deserves present 
treatm ent. 
I t is agreed on all sides th at 
K err and Clausen were peaceably proceed­ 
ing along the street; that, as if by pre­ 
concert, from fifteen to twenty men sud­ 
denly appeared from hiding places and 
assaulted Clausen, a non-union worker, 
who claims to have been threatened with 
violence by the L'nion men, and because 
of which threats he had appealed to his 
employer for protection, and hence K err 
was escorting him to his work. 
T hat 
Clausen was badly beaten, choked and 
kicked by the gang of ruffians, and that 
K err interfered to protect him, when he 
too was set upon and choked and beaten, 
and th at thereupon he ran to his office for 
assistance, but the door being fast and the 
crowd pursuing him, he turned, drew 
weapon and fired, and th at a young man 
was killed by the shot who was at some 
distance, and may or may not have iteen 
engaged w ith the gang th at set upon 
Clausen. 
A fter the firing the rioters fled 
in all directions and just who they were is 
not known. 


The head of the strikers' movement dis­ 
claims for his men th at they instigated or 
prosecuted the assault, but admits th at bv 
passion some of them may have been led 
into it—th at is, th at the association may 
not be able to fully control their meu. 
H e agrees th at K err has been held in 
high esteem by the strikers and that they 
had no ill-feeling against him, and hence 
he thinks his men did not assail him. 
H e 
declares th at his Union has denounced 
and will continue to denounce resort to 
violence. The facts thus recapitulated are 
probably correct, since the statem ent con­ 
forms to the consensus of testimony given 
by those who saw the affray. 
Such ruffianly outrages as th at referred 
to are a disgrace to our civilization and 
the worst foes of honest labor, and cannot 
under any circumstances be apologized for 
or excused. 
Men must be perm itted to 
pass through the streets free from assault 
in prosecution of lawful ends, and in the 
cases where they are driven to the wall 
they will be justified in using deadly 
weajnms in their defense no m atter who 
are the assailants. 
Such seems to be the 
case of K err. 
The striking iron-molders 
clearly see that such rights must be m ain­ 
tained and that no possible grievance tliev 
may have can justify resort to violence. 
T hat they have gone too far in m aintain­ 
ing picket lines about the foundries is the 
public judgm ent. 
Such surveillance is a 
menace, an interference and a threat 
against the public peace, and should long 
ago have been broken up. 
The law that 
guarantees strikers the right to leave em­ 
ployment and to organize to promote their 
own interests guarantees to employers the 
right to be free from annoyance, threat, 
menace and assault in the peaceful prose­ 
cution of their business. 
Both rights 
spring from the same constitutional guar­ 
antee. 
It follows, therefore, that, irre­ 
spective of the issues between the molders 
and the founders, sym pathy will go out 
for K err and Clausen and execration will 
lie the public judgm ent passed upon the 
ruffians who assaulted them. 
Accepting 
the disclaimer of the molders in all sin­ 
cerity, it is unfortunate for them and their 
cause th at a gang of men should have 
assaulted Clausen and K err w ithout provo­ 
cation. 
The molders realize that they 
will find it extrem ely difficult to convince 
the people th at men having no interest to 
conserve, no revenges to work and no 
grievances against employers, assembled in 
secret places a t an early hour and from 
their ambush sprang upon their victims 
for no other reason than pure devilishness 
—and hence we say tnat the affair is a 
very unfortunate one for the strikers, and 
will weakeu their cause, however much 
they may protest that they were not privy 


NEW TO-DAY. 


W hat our contemporary declares to be 
true of Chicago is true of every place.; 
land cannot hide, personal property does. 
It follows th at there is inequality of tax a­ 
tion which results in undue imposition of 
burdens for support of government being 
placed upon the poor man’s personal prop­ 
erty as well as his land. 
For, as we the 
other day pointed out, the household, with 
but modest furnishings for its home, is 
assessed to near its actual value, while the 
rule is not applied to the richly furnished 
dwelling. 
Indeed, if valuations disclosed 
by the assessment rolls, as w ritten against 
the personal property of the rich, were in 
exact proportion to value w ritten against 
the personalty of the man of moderate cir­ 
cumstances, the latter'stax would be but a 
few cents, for the valuation would be only 
nominal. 
To state the question in another form : 
If A B in a cottage with a few engravings 
on the wall, an ingrain earpet on the 
floor, a modest piano, plain ccttage furni­ 
ture and simple house fittings, is assessed 
upon these movables $200, his neighbor in 
the mansion, with velvet tapestry, grand 
piano, tesselated floor, carved furniture, 
French plate mirrors, silver and gold ta­ 
ble service, Persian tapestry hangings, old 
masters on the walls, rare jewels in the 
dressing cases, Sevres ware in the closet, 
and fine China upon the table, ought to be 
listed upon such personalty in proportion 
to the contrasted value of the cottager’s 
goods. 
But, as a m atter of fact, we know 
this .is not done, and th at the $20,000 house 
fittings g o 'down for two or three thousand, 
while the five-hundred-dollar fittings of 
the cottage are listed for fully half their 
actual value. 
Y et this is but one phase of the inequal­ 
ities of taxation, for there is another and 
larger class of the tangible property of 
men th at is made intangible to the As­ 
sessor, and which, by adroit movement, 
also escapes taxation. 
For the escape of 
this class there is less blameworthiness a t­ 
taching to the Assessors, for they cannot 
well follow securities, diamonds, deposits, 
stocks of goods, and money on hand beyond 
the owner’s declaration. 
Of this class the Inter-Ocean asserts there 
is a large escape in every community in 
Illinois, and the charge will apply also to 
the communities of California. 


w hich James Russell Lowell is President, 
and which League includes the foremost 
authors of America, all of whom are earn­ 
est advocates and working friends of the 
international copyright proposition, w rit­ 
ing to the R ecord-U xiox on the subject 
of the tem porary defeat of the League 
bill, says th at the chief points with which 
the League has to contend are: 
First, the 
claim th at the bill is a monopoly in the 
interest of monopolists, which of course 
has no foundation. The only monopoly in 
the bill is the monopoly one ought to have 
in his hat. 
A non-exclusive copyright 
would be a contradiction o f terms. 
Con­ 
gress authorizes the bestowal of “exclusive 
rights to authors and inventors.” 
There 
never has been a monopoly in literature 
and never can be, because books are not 
consumed in the use of them as in the 
case of sugar and oil and other natural 
products. 
The second objection is th at the bill will 
make books dear. 
This is misleading and 
is intended to mislead. 
The enemies of 
the bill cannot name the book which 
would be made dearer by reason of the 
bill, for it applies to no book now pub­ 
lished, and it is not a retro-active measure. 
Future foreign novels may be slightly 
more expensive, though this is not cer­ 
tain. 
There is every prospect th at Ameri­ 
can publishers, once put on a footing with 
the publishers of foreign books, will re­ 
spond quickly to the demand of cheap 
American books. 
A t present our cheap 
literature is almost wholly foreign. 
This 
bill would do away w ith the artificial ad­ 
vantage which the foreigner has in our 
market; namely, that he has nothing to 
pay for his original material, and thus 
witli a fair field Americans will he able to 
address the cheap m arket. 
The idea that 
publishers are going to print their books 
at a very dear price and put them on their 
shelves to be contem plated, is one of the 
silliest notions of the many which have 
been brought forward in opposition to the 
copyright bill.

THE NOMENCLATURE OF ROADS. 


In another column is an article from 
the Paciflc Jlural Press upon the naming 
of country roads and the num bering of 
subdivisions of land along them , so as to 
show the distance from a given point, and 
thus enable one to be directed anywhere 
upon a country road as easily as upon a 
city street. 
W e commend the article to 
our readers; it will be found worthy their 
attention and to be strong in its claims. 
The system it proposes is clearly set forth 
and is not complex. 
I t is certainly desirable to reform the 
nomenclature of country roads. 
As it is. 
it offends ear and taste, and is w ithout th at 
directory quality th at it is supposed to 
have, but which it seems to us is of least 
im portance. 
O ur country ways should be 
as well, even better named than our street 
ways, for they have natural topographical 
and rural features, from which names can 
be drawn th at are at once pleasant to the 
ear and expressive. 
There is a great deal more in the influ­ 
ence of nomenclature of public 
wavs, 
buildings, parks, and landscape features 
than will at first glance appear. 
The 
names in a city, constantly used by its peo­ 
ple, must have some part in forming their 
tastes and must act directly upon their 
modes of expression. 
W e caanot conceive 
of pleasant ways and paths and inviting 
drives over “The Squat H am Road,” nor of 
a noble highway leading from a town that 
gives it the ignoble title of “Pin-Hook 
Lane.” 
T he article to which we call attention 
recites the movement th at is on foot in 
Contra Costa county, and th at is meeting 
w ith success, to reform the names of the 
roads in that section. 
It is followed by 
an explanation of the “Ten Block” system 
of indicating localities along the roads, 
and of expressing the mileage between 
points and for whole distances. 
The plan 
appears to be simple, and its adoption in 
all the more thickly settled regions is cer­ 
tainly feasible.

It does 
not follow, because of the 
set back” international 
copyright re­ 
ceived in Congress three weeks ago, that 
the proposition is dead. 
Its friends are 
not made of the tim ber th at yields to a 
single strain. 
They will never confess to 
total defeat until it is established as a 
principle that it is no crime to thrust the 
hand into the pocket of one's neighbor 
and extract his purse w ithout his consent. 
There is no distinction, as I>r. Holmes has 
so w ittily put it, between stealing the pro­ 
duct of one’s brain and stealing the work 
ot his hands. International copyright has 
still two chances in the present Congress, 
and it is to be heped the Pacific coast 
members will cast their influence with one 
or the other. 
One of the opportunities is 
to sustain the amended bill when the 
Judiciary Committee bill, drawn by M r. 
Adams, comes up, and the other is to 
stand for the unamended bill when the 
Simonds bill reported by the Patents Com­ 
m ittee is reached. 
It is now known that 
several Congressmen voted against the

BE HAULED IN A DAY. 


T ria l Trip of the Road Engine of 


Citizens* Com pany—Its Effect 


on Team ing. 


the 


Yesterday the Doan steam wagon, which 
it is intended to employ in banting to the 
city wagon-trains of gravel for the Citizens’ 
Street Im provem ent Company, made its 
trial trip to the gravel pits near Brighton. 
The train consisted of five large wagons re­ 
cently constructed by J. F. H ill & Son, 
each having a capacity of forty cubic yards 
of gravel, or seven tons. 
The m otor is not only a powerful m a­ 
chine, but a rapid traveler, capable of 
m aking from six to eight miles an hour. 
It made a successful run to the gravel pit, 
where the five wagons were loaded by 
about 3 o’clock p. m . 
W hen all was in readiness for the return 
Mr. Doan (the inventor) threw open the 
throttle, but the engine could not move 
the heavy train from its position in the 
soft ground. 
After several unsuccessful at­ 
tem pts two of the wagons were detached, 
and the first three were readily hauled out 
into the road, where they were left while 
the engine backed into' the cut for the 
other two. These were then hauled out to 
the road and connected with the others 
and the engine started off with its full 
train for the city. After running a short 
distance it was discovered that the engineer 
had not attended to the water supply. aDd 
the motor was run to the Smith place near 
by to fill up the tank. 
All this caused delay, but such things 
will not likely occur again. The machine 
has demonstrated its ability to run into the 
city at least 150 tons of gravel per day, 
equal to sixty or seventy ordinary wagon­ 
loads. As already stated yesterday’s trip 
was intended sim ply as a trial one', to de­ 
term ine how the m achine and wagons 
worked. 
Among those present yesterday to wit­ 
ness the operations of the road engine 
were Captain Roberts. J. F. H ill, President 
Luhrs, of the Im provem ent Association, 
A. Leonard, John Blair, D. A. Lindley and 
a R ecord-Ukion reporter. 
A large num ber of teamsters had also 
gathered at the gravel-pit to see howr things 
worked. They have no particular affection 
for the road engine, fearing that it will 
lessen the demand for their teams, and 
were not a little pleased when the great 
m achine puffed and blowed and surged in 
its efforts to start the train from the gravel- 
pit. 
In a good-natured way they “chaffed” 
those operating the machine. 
"T ak fo ff five of the wagons!” shouted 
one. 
“Bet yer a keg of beer yer don’t get ter 
town to-night.’’ said another. 
“Haw ! gee! git up there!” 
“Take off yer engine an’ let me pull them 
wagons out with my mules !” 
These and 
sim ilar ejaculations were 
hurled good-humoredlv at the captain of 
the motor by the crowd assembled on the 
bank overlooking the pit wherein the train 
was stalled, but they were taken in good 
part. 
Captain Roberts and Mr. Doan say they 
are well pleased with their trial trip, and 
have no doubt whatever of the successful 
working of the road engine in hauling 
large gravel trains. 
It would be well for persons accustomed 
to driving about tbe city, especially women 
and children, to avoid meetiDg the road 
engine on its trips through the city, as 
some horses are frightened by it when ia 
close quarters. W hen it begins its regular 
trips to and from the gravel-pit the route 
will be published for the benefit of those 
driving nervous and timid horses. 
Persons living in the country, who have 
been accustomed to traveling out the J- 
street road to Brighton Junction, should 
hereafter take the M street road. 
In due 
course of tim e horses will perhaps become 
accustomed to the uncouth m onster and 
pay no heed to it, but at first are apt to be 
frighten ed. 
The teamsters say that if the road engine 
proves a success they cannot compete with 
it iu hauling gravel, and that other street 
contractors cannot compete with the Citi­ 
zens’ Company in bidding for contracts. 
This, if true, m eans that in future streets 
can be imi roved at much less cost to the 
property-owners than at present. 
And 
that is the m ain point in view. If the 
streets were not graveled at all—and past 
experience has shown that the great ex­ 
pense thereof operated as a barrier to street 
im provem ent—then these same teamsters 
would have no gravel to haul. 
On the other hand, the success of the 
Citizens' Company means the "ordering 
up' and im provem ent of streets on a large 
scale. 
This will greatly increase the de­ 
m and for teams to haul away the surplus 
earth to make room forthegravel.and those 
now employed in hauling gravel will have 
all they can do on the streets. Such, at 
least, is the argum ent advanced by the 
Directors of the Citizens' Company, and it 
is apparently a sound one. They are de­ 
sirous of seeing all the city teamsters em­ 
ployed. and believe that the success of the 
Street Improvement Company will entail 
an increased demand for teams.

THE YALLEY OF THE SHADOW.

There, where the head of the Mule 
H orn falls in a cascade among the bould­ 
ers, broken in its descent and turned aside 
60 often by large, red, moss-grown rocks, 
Jtast which, though falling, it merely seems 
to glide—handed down, as it were, from 
ledge to ledge, from rock to rock, from 
boulder to boulder, a tongue of crystal 
■water falling, flowing on, almost without a 
murmur; where the valley of the stream, 
between mountain and mountain, lies open, 
save for the willows and the wild roses that 
cluster thickly on either bank and join 
bands across the water: where the road 
down the mountain side is rough and 
rocky, overgrown with wild creepers and 
blocked here and there by fallen pines 
and tangled briars, till it is well-nigh im­ 
passable, even on foot; and where now all 
is solitude and (save for the low murmur 
of the water) silence—there stood, only a 
few years ago, a sawmill. 
Where now the bear and the elk come 
down to drink and the breaking twig 
makes several echoes, there, only a few 
years ago, those rocks re-echoed to the 
ring of the woodman’s ax, the falling and 
rolling of heavy timber, the puffing of 
steam, and the hum of the circular saw. 
And that is why, though countless pines 
liaug dauntlessly out over the cliffs that 
bound this great ravine, its floor is clear 
of timber.

rough 
fence crosses the 
neck below—it made a 
pasture 
for 
the oxen. 
The tumble-down cabin and 
the 
inclosure 
within 
the 
stockade 
around it were respectively the abode and 
the “truck patch” of those to whom the 
mill belonged. 
Perhaps, some day,the solitude may again 
be broken (and permanently) by the ever- 
advancing flood of civilization. 
Perhaps, 
even, some day, a busy and thriving town 
may have sprung up in this now secluded 
spot. 
Some such thought as this, and others, 
vaguer and less-well defined, engendered 
of the solitary grandeur of the scene and 
tne glow of a full, calm autumn day in 
the rare mountain atmosphere passed 
through my mind as I worked my way 
slowly up the valley, making toward the 
sawmill. I had come over from the camp 
where 1 was living, about four miles dis­ 
tant. 
I was bent on taking a holiday. 
ith rod and tackle I had followed up 
the stream in search of mountain trout, 
for I knew that here they abounded. Yet, 
although I had cast my fly diligently into 
every likely nook cf the stream and be­ 
hind every boulder in the current, I had 
met with no better success than certain 
fishermen of old 
had 
once obtained, 
(though no doubt they were the better 
craftsmen). 
Having come to a clear place, where the 
stream was not overgrown with briars, and 
where it opened out into a kind of basin of 
cousierable width, I stood near the bank 
and cast out over the water ; meditated 
and cast—cast and meditated. Never so 
much as a “rise.” 
Turning around with the sudden convic­ 
tion that in seme myterious way the soli­ 
tude ofthe place had been invaded, I came 
face to face with an Indian. He stood close 
behind me, motionless, as no doubt he had 
for some time been standing, watching me 
fish, (and fish in vain). 
I had imbibed some of the local antipa­ 
thy for redskins, and it was in no way di­ 
minished by the crafty way in which this 
5 
(articular one must have come upon me. 
asked myself what right he had to come 
prying about me, with not so much as a 
“How?” 
And yet the mere fact that he 
was a red man proclaimed that in reality lie 
had more right there than I. 
We looked
